Director George Otis Smith of the 
United States geological survey has 
invited officers of the leading railway s 
of the United States to confer on a co- 
operatlve plan hy which it is ex pected 
the railroads will b e ab le to save thou­ 
sands of dollars a y ear. The plan also 
contemplates most effective assistance 
to the government ou the part of rail 
roads. The time and place of the pro­ 
posed conference are to b e agreed on 
later. 
The scheme, which has already lieeu 
approved b y a numb er of the engineers 
of the b ig lines, is one of the gathering 
of facts as to the amount of 
flowing In the rivers of the United 
States under certain conditions and in 
different periods of the y ear. Natural­ 
ly the railroads have b een the chief 
sufferers from floods in the b asins 
where their tracks lie. They have suf-^ 
fered not only from damage to their 
own property , b ut they have b een sued 
b y other corporations and private eitl 
zens on the ground that their b ridges 
and culverts were the causes of flood 
damage. The railroad authorities have 
felt that many judgments against the 
roads might not have b een rendered if 
they had lieen ab le to produce authen­ 
tic figures on floods. 
But they have 
not b een ab le to do this. The national 
conservation commission has b een ad­ 
vised of the proposed plan, and what­ 
ever results come from it will un­ 
doub tedly b e cousidered hy the com 
mission at Its Joint meeting with the 
governors of states or their represent­ 
atives in Washington nex t Decemb er. 
The survey suggests that the railroad 
companies estab lish gauges on their 
b ridges and culverts ami appoint some 
of their employ ees to take daily read­ 
ings. The survey agrees to have its 
ex perts make frequent visits to these 
stations and take actual current meter 
measurements so that a rating tab le 
of each channel will he availab le.

A Turkish cruiser and three torpe­ 
do boats have arrived at Salonikl on 
the way to the Island of Samos, a 
Grecian possession. This is Turkey’s 
Answer to the proclamation by the 
Cretans of union with Greece. 
For the moment there is little talk 
of war and even Servia seems to be 
taking a calmer view of the situation. 
The Servian national assembly has en­ 
dorsed the government’s policy, and 
the government, at the instance of the 
powers, has been striving to maintain 
peace.

Chicago, Oct. 13.—In broad daylight,

Declares tbs Statements of Bryan and 


Compere to the Contrary Are Untrue. 


Laid bown tho Law and the Princi­ 


ples Upon Which Labor Organiza­ 


tions in This Country Have Built 


Up Their Prosperity. 


Akron, O., Oct. 13.—Seventeen Ohio 
towns heard and saw William H. Taft. 
He talked from Cincinnati to Akron, 
through a portion of the state conced­ 
ed to have been a Foraker stronghold, 
with a portion of the territory Demo­ 
cratic. While there was not the same 
trim and snap to the enthusiasm which 
the candidate got in some portions of 
the West, he was listened to by large 
crowds, numbering thousands in many 
places, and what be said was well ap­ 
plauded and many cheers were pro­ 
posed and executed with a will. There 
was no shout for Bryan heard. The 
important speeches of the day were 
at Zanesville, Cambridge and Akron. 
where in each instance the candidate 
left the train to meet his audience. 
In his Zanesville speech Mr. Taft went 
after both Mr. Bryan and Mr. Gom- 
pers. 
j" “Mr. Bryan goes around the coun­ 
try saying I am the father of injunc­ 
tions,” declared Mr. Taft. “It is not 
true. I did not invent injunctions, or 
injunctions in labor disputes. But It 
is quite natural that Mr. Bryan should 
make the mistake, because in a let 
ter he wrote to the district attorney 
of Belmont, O., he said he has not 
read my decisions." 
Continuing, Mr. Taft gave great em­ 
phasis to what he regarded as the ef­ 
fect of the decisions he'had rendered 
on the bench. 
"I laid down the law, and I laid 
down the principles," he said, "upon 
which the labor organizations in this 
country have since built up their pros­ 
perity and their usefulness and in­ 
stead of saying that I am an enemy, 
they recognize that I am one of the 
greatest benefactors labor has had. I 
decided a case against the Brother­ 
hood of Engineers and the brother­ 
hood condemns me. In four years 
they got into court in St. Louis and 
they had to cite my case to induce the 
court to withdraw the injunction there 
because I had laid down the principles 
upon which they could organize, could 
have their officers, could raise their 
funds, could go on and conduct strikes 
under advice of the officers, and in 
that case they induced, on the au­ 
thority of my decisions, the judge to 
withdraw his injunction and they went 
ahead and won the strike. That same 
thing occurred in a court in Cincin­ 
nati and in a decision rendered in Chi­ 
cago. If you will examine the cases, 
you will find that instead of being an 
oppressor of labor I am its benefac­ 
tor."

Mr. Bonaparte's attitude Is old fash­ 
ioned— ridlcuously old fashioned—from 
the Bryan viewpoint 
He holds to the 
principle that neither an Individual nor 
a corporation should be condemned 
without trial, that there should be no 
trial except upon formal complaint and 


j that no complaint should be considered 
unless backed up with competent evi­ 
dence worthy of Judicial investigation. 
That Is the Bonaparte attitude and the 
Republican attitude. 
Mr. Bryan’s attitude is radically dif­ 
ferent. 
He would crush the interstate 
corporations and try them afterward. 
He regards their very existence as 
proof that they are lawbreakers. 
He 
would Indict them on hearsay testimo­ 
ny, place them on trial in the absence 
of a formal complaint and convict 
them in obedience to popular clamor, 
irrespective of their guilt or innocence 
as determined by established rules of 
evidence. 
The Republican contention is that 
corporations, being the creatures of 
law, can be effectively controlled and 
regulated by law and that they should 
not be penalized except by due legal 
process. The Bryan policy la that the 
only way to reform them Is to destroy 
them, that they are In the very nature 
of things enemies to the common good 
and that their prosperity may justly 
be confiscated without process of law. 
Bryanlsm aims at the destruction of 
property rights Invested In corporate 
organizations. 
Republicanism Insists 
that those rights, as defined by law. 
shall be preserved. 
Attorney General Bonaparte’s chal­ 
lenge will not be accepted. Mr. Bryan 
is dealing In theories, not In facts, this 
year and has no time to devote to such 
trifling things as law and evidence. 
He knows in his heart that if he had 
a prima facie case against the steel 
corporation and th® moral courage to 
submit it to the department of Justice

Amount of Water Flowing In Rivera 
Under Certain Conditions to Be Com ­ 
puted — Conference 
Proposed 
Be­ 
tween Railway Officials and the Sur­ 
vey— Thousands to Be 8aved Yearly 


Director George Otis Smith of the 
United States geological survey has 
invited officers of the leading railways 
of the United States to confer on a co­ 
operative plan by which it is expected 
the railroads will be able to save thou­ 
sands of dollars a year. The plan also 
contemplates most effective assistance 
to the government on the part of rail 
roads. The time and place of the pro­ 
posed conference are to be agreed on 
later. 
The scheme, which has already been 
approved by a number of the engineers 
of the big lines, Is one of the gathering 
of facts as to the amount of water 
flowing In the rivers of the United 
States under certain conditions and in 
different periods of the year. Natural­ 
ly the railroads have been the chief 
sufferers from floods In the basins 
where their tracks He. They have suf­ 
fered not only from damage to their 
own property, but they haVe been sued 
by other corporations and private citi­ 
zens on the ground that their bridges 
and culverts were the causes of flood 
damage. The railroad authorities have 
felt that many Judgments against the 
roads might not have been rendered if 
they had been able to produce authen­ 
tic figures on floods. But they have 
not been able to do this. The national 
conservation commission has been ad­ 
vised of the proposed plan, and what­ 
ever results come from it will un­ 
doubtedly be considered by the com­ 
mission at Its Joint meeting with the 
governors of states or their represent­ 
atives in Washington next December. 
The survey suggests that the railroad 
companies establish gauges on their 
bridges and culverts and appoint some 
of their employees to take daily read­ 
ings. The survey agrees to have Its 
experts make frequent visits to these 
stations and take actual current meter 
measurements so that a rating table 
of each channel will be available. 
For many years the survey has been 
studying the difference In the flow of 
rivers in various basins In the United 
States. 
At present it Is engaged in 
putting the information gained by its 
study into shape for the use of the 
national conservation commission, to­ 
gether with other information which 
it is gathering especially for the in­ 
ventory of the country’s natural re­ 
sources that the commission Is pre­ 
paring. 
The survey has been unable to ex­ 
tend its observations to many regions 
where the information would be of 
vital 
importance 
because 
it 
lacks 
fungs. 
The co-operation of. thg_ rail­ 


roads would penult the survey- to cov­ 
er such regions. 
The expense to the 
railroads 
under 
this 
arrangement 
would be trilling, the survey authori­ 
ties say, bemuse the mads could des­ 
ignate men already on their payrolls, 
such as draw tenders, tank men or wa­ 
ter station engineers, to lake the daily 
readings. 
OU the other hand, if the 
survey could be relieved of the cost 
of dally supervision of the gauges It 
would be able to carry on the more 
technical parts of the undertaking. 
The information which the railroads 
will obtain lf this plan Is put Into op­ 
eration Is of immense value to them. 
The survey’s figures on floods have al­ 
ways been accepted by the courts as 
prima facie evidence, 
lf the belief of 
the railroad authorities is well found­ 
ed their co-operation with the survey, 
enabling it to extend its operations to 
their fields, will result in big savings 
to them. The Idea of co-operation as 
to floods originated with the engineer­ 
ing departments of the railroads them­ 
selves. 
Representatives of these de­ 
partm ents of a number of roads held 
a conference with representatives of 
th® survey in Chicago last June, and 
at that time the survey agreed to in­ 
terview the proper railroad authorities 
concerning a basis of co-operation. 
The survey has further suggested to 
the railroads that they supply it with 
all Information they may have on hand 
concerning the character of the vari­ 
ous drainage areas above their bridges. 
Some of the roads have collected at 
great expense a large amount of val­ 
uable information 
which could 
be 
made of high value to all the railroads 
lf it were gathered together and com­ 
piled. 
This material would also con­ 
tribute largely to the general study of 
the water resources of the United 
States which the survey has been car­ 
rying out for a number of years and 
upon which It is particularly busy just 
now In the compilation of all avalla- 


i hie Information along these lines for

The mill company has also put in a 
set of feed rollers and is prepared to 
grind feed for farmers on short notice.

COBB COMES MTO HIS OWN 


Idol of tho Detroit Enthusiasts Makes 
Four Hit* in Five Times at Bat. 


Greatest Credit for tho Victory of 


the American Leaguers Over the 


Chicago Team, However, la Given 
to Pitcher Mullin. 


Chicago, Oct. 13.—Detroit became a 
real contender for the world’s base­ 
ball championship when It defeated 
Chicago In the third game of the series 
In decisive fashion, 8 to 3. 
Manager Jennings achieved this re­ 
sult with a change In his lineup. 
Downs was put on the bench and the 
efficient Schaefer, who is at home in 
almost any position, was shifted from 
third to second base, Coughlin occu­ 
pying the third sack. This shake-up, 
however, cannot be said to have had 
any material effect in winning the 
game, for neither Schaefer nor Cough 
Un got a hit, while Coughlin bungled 
one of his two chances. Thomas was 
placed behind the bat in place of 
Schmidt, with better effect, for his 
double scored one run.

away from his work an everlasting de­ 
votion to order and justice. 
“Under ell circumstances and under 
all emergencies, he has proved himself 
a brave, clean-minded, self-poieed and 
courageous statesman. No man can put 
his finger upon a little or cowardly 
act, an incompetent 
or 
questionable 
piece of public service—no eta In upon 
hie private 
life, 
no shadow 
upon 
hie public career. And standing now in 
the full fierce light which beats upon a 
throne, with eager eyes scrutinising 
every set of a long and arduous public 
career, no doubt arises as to his expe­ 
rience and ability, no challenge comes 
to his fine sense of duty or hie patriot­ 
ism.” 


RAILROADS PLEAD GUILTY. 


Fined for Violating the Twenty-Eight- 
Hour Stock Law. 
Leavenworth, Ran., Oct. 13.—The 
cases of the government against four 
Kansas railroads charged with violat­ 
ing the twenty-eight-hour stook law 
came up in the United States district 
court here. These are cases In which 
indictments were returned against the 
railroad companies for hauling stock 
more than twenty-eight hours without 
taking the animals from the cars to 
feed and water them. 
The railroads 
pleaded guilty. The Atchison, Tope­ 
ka and Santa Fe was fined $700 on 
three counts, the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific $0,850 on fifty-nine counts, 
the Missouri Pacific $600 on four 
counts, and the St. Louis and San 
Francisco $1,200 on eleven counts.
